Elsenhower announced today that 
the United States will start firirtg 
earth satellites into outer space itt 
December. 


Eisenhower told his news ccm« 


fcrenre that in his opinion, based 
on long conferences with Aitteri* 
can scientists, the Russian satcl1 
lite now circling the earth 
poses 


no throat to American< security. 


Th.e President 
said, however, 


that the rocket 
which propelled 


the Russian satellite 
.more than 


500 miles above the earth's sur- 
face means'that Soviet scientists 
have in their possession, n very 
horrible thrust, 


He also seriously questioned the 


fact that the 
Russian 
.satellite 


welshed moro 
than -180 pounds. 


HL said that if this wns true it 
was a source of great 
astonish- 


ment to American scientists. 


The President said that in. a po 


litical sense the Soviet .Union 
by 


firing the f'rsl earth ratellltc. had 
possibly gained a world 
political 


advantage. But he dcubtcd wheth 
er Russia had gained any scien- 
tific advantage over 
the United 


States.
